Birthdays in my family have one of 
the classic characteristics of buses. You 
wail for one for ages and then several 
arrive all at once. This middle portion 
of the year is certainly crowded with 
them. Hardly a week goes by in the 
Renison household at present without 
acard or gift being dispatched. 

Christians celebrate two special 
hirthdays during the course of the year. 
The first is, of course, the commemo- 
ration each Christmas of the “birth of 
Jesus’. The second celebration is a little 
less well-known today but is still very 
important. It is the ‘birthday’ of the 
Church, and this year it is celebrated 
on Sunday June 3rd. 

The account of the ‘birth of the 
Church’ is found in the biblical book 
called “Acts”. Following the death, res- 
urrection and returning to heaven of 
Jesus, we read that the disciples waited 
for a short while for a special sign that 
their ministry was to begin. They had 
been promised by Jesus that he would 
still be with them by the Holy Spirit even 
though he would no longer be there in 
person. They believed that the Holy 
Spirit would help them to be faithful to 
Jesus and enable them to minister in his 
name. 

At Pentecost the promise of Jesus 
was realised. The Holy Spirit broke into 
the lives of the disciples ina radically 
new way. They began to teach and 
preach without fear, and to undertake 
acts of selfless service. They took seri- 
ously the call to be like Jesus. So the 
Gospel spread across the world, be- 
ginning in Jerusalem. 

Christians in every generation have 
sought to be faithful to their calling as 
those first disciples were. This 1s the 
reason our birthday is important to us. 

Kor itreminds us not just of when itall 
began, it reminds us of why it all began, 
and of what our calling is in the 
present. 

So, a very Happy Birthday to the 
Church!

Much has 
been happening behind the scenes and 
this will become apparent over the next 
year. 

A new Clerk, Mrs Leigh Baffa, has 
been appointed I would like to take this 
opportunity to wish Leigh well in her new 
post. Leigh will continue to be available 
from 10.30 - 12.30 Monday to Friday in 
the Parish Council Office, currently in 
the portakabin beside the Village Hall. 
The Parish Council’s final resting-place 
will be in the Village Hall once the rede- 
velopment is complete. 

Occasionally the Clerk has to go out 
on site visits or to off-site meetings, but 
is Still available by answerphone. We ap- 
preciate your patience if we cannot give 
you an immediate answer to all your 
problems or questions.
